These magazines were banned 
by Sergeant HERBERT CASS , Detroit Police Department 
Censor, on December 11, 1940, on the grounds of 
obscenity and have not been distributed since within 
the City of Detroit . The nagaairas, However , have 
continued to be shipocd to the City of Detroit to 
the Harris News Company, owned by Lft'AN L, HARRIS, 
fron which point they have been distributed to 
Hount Clemens, Michigan, and other points without 
the* city limits of Detroit, Copies of October issues 
of thusc WflsgssiEv* purchased at City News Depot, iiount 
Cluscens, Michigan, ana said cosies gifts? being reviewed 
by Assist cnt United States Attorney JOSEPH c lll'RFHY, 
Detroit, Michigan, declared to hi' obscene.

It will be noted in particular that in the story entitled "DON'T 



YET" by JOHN r /ATNE, beginning OO page 74 of the October issue of "SPICY 
ADVENTURE", the story involves a husband, wife, and the husband *s beet friend 
who are located in a jungle. Vftiile the husband is dying,, the wife is attempting 
to force sexual relationship upon the husband's best friend. Failing to do so, 
she runs from the cabin and forces herself upon a neighbor. In the opinion 
of Assistant United States Attorney HURPHY this end ths foregoing stories are 
particularly obscene;, especially when they are available on public news stands 
to individuals of any age, including children, In view of this, Assistant 
United States Attorney UUHPHT requested that additional information be secured 
t; reflect the fact that these magazines were shipped in interstate commerce., 
following which he would give a final decision on prosecution,

4?th Street, New York, New York. He advised that ho had previous Jy dealt with 
a Jir. POMKEFElT of the Independent News Company, 480 Laxington Avenue, Hew 
York, R«i York, but that this company hod had difficulty with tho Spicy Series 
rind he believed ESTROW had Merely set up a M0« front with the Leader Wws 
0"pany to handle this ^S-gsssinc. He stated that lie. buiiuvud that the Spicy 
Seriea had had their Second Class filing Privileges revoked in the city of 
i-Ijw York several years ago, and he believed the action had bo en the result 
of action taken by the Federal Bureau of Investigation. . 



LYMAN L. HARRIS stated that hy receives these magazines frets 
the Cuneo Press, Incorporated, Chicago, Illinois, of which company JOHN CUTJ20 
xa the president. Ho stated that it is the Usual procedure for ESTROW to send 
t; copy of the rtiagazino to tho Cuneo Press, which c onto any prints &nd ships the 
m^zino to other distributor© throughout the country. He stated that usually 
.w receives shipments from the Globe Cartage Company, Iocs tod at 22^9 South 
- IUi'j* Street, Chicago, Illinois, telephone Haymarket 405OJ tho Interateto

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Copies of" the magazines in question have b.-en prc-sected 
to the United States Attorney for the Southern District of York 
who, upon reviewing the magazines, stated that in his opinien the 
Material contained in then is no-t of such nature as to insure suc- 
cessful prosecution, and accordingly the case has been closed. 

For your information extreme difficulties are experienced 
in obtaining prosecution in this type of case in Hew York City, 
The Post Office DepwtEent has investigated a number of case* in- 
volving obscene literature, proceeding under Section 211 of the 
Criminal Code which pertains to the mailing of obscene books j photo- 
grftpba, et cetera » These investigations heve in many cases involved 
the same publications as those investigated by the Bureau. Prose- 
cutions in the cases conducted by the Po s t Office Department have 
been almost uniformly unsuccessful. Attempts have bees made by tne 
Poet Office Department to prosecute the publishers of the K&i-aziiieG 
on the theory that the alleged startling phonograph* and articles 
advertised in the mage sine s are obscene and the advertised articles 
have been purchased in an effort to obtain conviction* frcsi that 
single . This effort has likewise proved unsuccessful, the United 
States Attorneys and Court a being of the opinion that the advertised 
materiel is not obscene, The Post Office Department is^nos st- 
tempting; to secure convictions on the theory that the alleged ob- 
scene material advertised in this tyn« «f i»r.£azii!e ie not actually 
obscene and the companies placing it on the marfcet are defrauding 
the public in that the articles are merely imitations of obscene 
material and not actually up to the representations made. No 
decision in this rospect has been rendered - 

For your further information the alleged stock obscene photo- 
graphs and m ere hand! se advertised in various Shady magazines have been 
purchased In connection with Bureau investigations in the He* Wk 
City and Vfeohington, El, C. oi'flcee. The respective United States At- 
torneys havtr reviewed the articles arid iiavs refund prosecution, their 
opinion belna that the Matter ia not nbsson* wlthifl the meaning of the 
rtctote. These articles have buen preutmud to thft Department and an 
opinion Itoa been rendered that the material docs not warrant prosecu- 
tion under tho Statute pertaining to fch* Intestate Transportation of 
Obscene Literature .
